BERLIN, Aug. 15.—It is officially an-
nounced that the Kaiser has left for
the east front.

On the right bank of thr Meusa (Verdun
front) o series of beilliant actions conduct-
ed by French gronade forces north of
Chapelle Suinte epabled the French to eap-
ture CGermuan trench elemenis on n front
of 300 yards and to a depth of about 100
yards, the Wnar Office reporta this after-
noan The enemy attempted a eounter-of-
fensive, but his attack was shattered by a
curtalr, of fire, the report adds, There was
a rather violent bombardment In the sec-
tors of Fleury and Vaux-Chapitre. In the
others the night pussed guletly,

Gorman artillery. both north and south
of the Somme River, was very active all
night. carrying out a vigorous bombard-
ment of British and French positlons,

French positions, egouth of the Somme,
